The rnaln lclea behlnd. thls organlzatlon 1s to
seoure a series of unlfo:rn water measurements of the
varlous streaas anal thus be able to ap1:ortlon the water
wlth a falr tlegree of ooruectness. ft also lnvolves
the approprlatlon of al] surplus water by the assocla-
tlon, includlng storag€o ftre assoclation would. then
issue water certlfloates against thls surpLus ancl
storage water for the benefit of those cleslrlng to
talrc up aitd.ltlonal Land"s and of those new settlers
who coulcl acquire water ln no other way.

They have alreatty aocepted- the 1c[ea of havlng
you elarlfy exlstlng eondltions and. set the duty of
water lnstbad. of going to court as they Tuere lntentling.
IYlth a Ilttle encouragement they will lnstall all of
the neoessary tlevlces and. rnalntain record.s vihioh w-lf1
alLors of your offlce enterlng a flnal deoree of allot-
tnent wlth the nlnlun of fuss ancl expense.
